THE WORD “QUACK.”

| s Origin Traced Back to the Sixteenth |

3 Century.

The original and acquired meanlngs
of mapy an old word bave been clear-
gd up In the law courts. When “quack”
bad its turn, Bir Edward Clarke, who
was probably qudting a dictionary, de-
fned word as “a boastful pretend-
or to 'medical skill.” “Quack” Is un-
doubtedly derived by suggestion from
the quacking of a docke The quack
doctor bas always substituted volu.
bility for knowledge, “Quacker” and
“quacking cheat” were sixteenth cen-
tury words, "Quack” In its present
sense I8 certalnly as old as 1606, when
It was Included In the earllest of our
slang dictlonaries. The original word
was “quacksalver,” a traveling emplric
who qupcked about his salves, and,
according to Henley and Fermer, the
dramatist Wycherly first shortened this
word to “quack.”

The full term, quack doctor, is found
at least as enrly as 1710, when these
words were used as a title to the Earl
of Rochester's mountebank speech on
Tower hill. This witty and profiigate
nobleman (he Is always called witty
and profligate) took It Into his head to
disappear from his friends and appear
to the mob on Tower hill as a quack
doctor. The speech he made on that
occaslon hus been preserved, and it
shows that quack oratory has galned
nothing slnce

w Its chinructer:

“The curvs [ bave done are as o
eredible us Innumerable. Icured Prester
John's godinother of a stupendons dolor
In her on sacrum, which had ke to
cost the good lndy the perdition of her
huckle bone. I cur'd the Empress of
Boolmapo of a cramp she got In her
tongue by eating pork and butter'd
parsuips. 1 cur'd an alderman of
Grand Calro of a scarlet, burning, rag-
Ing fever, of which he dy'd. 1 enr'd
the Emperor of Moroceo, who lay sev-
en yoars sick of the plague. I cur'd
him in forty-two minutes so that he
dane'd the serabrand, Alpfap and Sow-
erset to the admiration of his whole
court. For my palng he presented me
with 6,000 Hungarlan ducnts and a
Turkish cymeter, Verbum sat saplentl,
No cure, no money.”

I doubt yvery much whether 8ir Bd-
ward Clarke was right In saying that
the word “guack”™ was revived by
Carlyle after it had died out. 8o use
ful a word Is not likely to bave been
dropped, though in Carlyle’s voeabu.
lary of denunciation it certainly took
on a new lmportance. It was from a
court of law, by the way, that Carlyle
obtained the word “glg” which, with
ferocious glee, he never ceased to use
as a symbol of smug respectability,
The trial of Thiurtell at Hertford as-
slzes for the murder of Mr. Weare pro-
duced the following dialogue:

“What sort of person was Mr,
Wenre 1"

“He was always a most respectable
person.”

*What do you mean by respectable?”

“He kept n gig.”

Carlyle’s sardonle humor selzed on
this, and ever after when he was
storming at respectabilitics and unreal-
Itles “glgs™ were not far from his
mind. He even applied the word “gig-
manity” to those clagses of soclely
which held the “glg” Ideal.—John
